Vanik Fears 
Citizens Will

Rep. Charles A. Vanik (D- 
Ohio) said yesterday he has in- 
dications of a widespread 
movement by taxpayers to 
stretch their deductions and 
exemptions because of what 
Jhe called President Nixon’s 
‘‘unfortunate example.” 

The result, said Vanik, a 
member of the tax-writing 
Ways and Means Committee, 
could be a loss to the Treas- 
ury of billions of dollars. 

“If the President can get 
away with it, other citizens 
feel they have an equal right 
to stretch their deductions, to 
stretch their exemptions, to 
Stretch their write-offs,” Vanik 
said. 

“If tlie Treasurey is to avoid 
a disaster by April 15, it must 
immediately clear up the issue 
of the President’s taxes ” he 
said. ^ 

He said “the voluntary in- 
come tax system ... is now be- 
ing threatened to the peril 
point by the moral indifference 1 
of the President to his own tax I 
obligations ^nd his position as! 
a national leader ” 

Mr. Nixon’s tax returns for 
the first four years he was in 
the White House are being re- 
viewed by the Internal Reve- 
nue Service and the congres- 
sional Joint Committee on In- 
ternal Revenue Taxation. 

Mr. Nixon asked the con- 
gressional commitee to decide 
whether he acted properly in 
taking a $500,000 deduction for 
donation of his vice presiden- 
tial papers to the government 
and whether he needs to de- 
clare a taxable capital gain on 
the sale of part of his property 
in San Clemente.
